Lindon, .Tau. 19.—General Kitchener 
continues to give favorable accounts of 
the British ojx»rations and laconic sum­ 
maries are expanded by the press cor- 
r»*sjxindents. 
Colonel Grey, with his 
Nexv Zealanders, have won a signal 
success over 800 Boers near Ventersburg 
and Colville’s victory on Vloklaagte 
road has increased in importance as 
fresh details are received. 
'I he Boers are meeting with serious 
losses, especially when they take the of­ 
fensive aud attack British positions and 
lines. 
They are not gaining any advan­ 
tage north of the Orange river where 
the British campaign has not been inter­ 
rupted by the invasion of Cape Colony. 
The raiders have not made progress 
daring the last fortnight and the alarm 
has subsided at Cape Town, where the 
truth is perceived that loyalty has been 
stimulated by the invasion and that the 
Cape Dutch are now less favorable than 
they were to the Boers’ cause. 
It is surmised in military circles that 
General De Wet and General Botha may 
unite their forces aud attempt to de­ 
liver a crushing blow at some point on 
the line of commonition between Johan­ 
nesburg and Iadysraith. 
The Boers are 
persistent and resourceful in carrying 
on guerrilla warfare under most unfav­ 
orable conditions, but the ultimate fail­ 
ure of their supply of ammunition must 
bring the war to an end.

London, Jan. 19.— A telegram from 
Cowen late this afternoon agreo in an ­ 
nouncing an improvement in the queen’* 
htalth, but. these reports are nnmewliat 
discounted by the fact th at the prince 
of Wales, and Princess Louise, the 
duchess of Argyll, have gone to Cowes 
by a special train. 
Among the rumors is one that tho 
queen had a paralytic stroke a couple 
of weeks ago, w ithout undue attention 
being paid to alarm ists, it m ay, how ­ 
ever, bt* accepted as a fact that official 
statem ents in regard to the health of 
the sovereign are barely so pessimistic 
as an anounconnmt in court circulus*. 
Sir Francis Henry Laking, surgeon to 
her m ajesty who was summoned to Os­ 
borne Friday, returned to London in the 
evening and attended to his professional 
business during the day returning to 
Cowes tonight. 
Another doubt as to the authenticity 
of the news from Cowes is tho depart­ 
ure of Emperor W illiam from Berlin for 
Cowes. 
During the course of the afternoon 
sinister m inors commenced to circulate 
the di*ath of her m ajesty, but at 5 p. in. 
Lord Edwards Pelham Clinton, m aster 
of the queeu’s household, telegraphed j 
to Buckingham palace that the queen s 
condition had been unchanged since 
noon. 
The duke of Connaught hasbeen sum ­ 
moned by telegraph from Berlin, where 
he had been attending the Prussian bi­ 
centenary celebration. 
The following official report has been 
given to the public concerning the ill­ 
ness of the queen: 
“ The queen dnring the pest year has 
had a great strain upon her powers, 
w hich has rather told upon her nervous 
system. 
It has, therefore, been thought 
advisable by her m ajesty’s physician 
that her m ajesty should be kept perfect­ 
ly quiet in the house and should abstain 
for the present from transacting busi­ 
ness.” 
The illness of Dowager Empress Fred­ 
erick of Germany, the sudden death of 
her m ajesty’s old friend. Lady Churchill, 
the deaths of Grand Duke Frederick of 
Saxe-Coburg last sum mer and of Prince 
Christian Victor, together w ith tho w ar 
in South Africa, have been great trials 
to the queen; but even w ithin a week 
she has received Lord Roberts and sent 
a message of condolence to the widow 
of Dr. Creighton, late bishop of London.
